at the point where extensive trenching operations have preceded. Minner and D. H. Stalion, both of 
Sheridan, Ky., are now making their second core-drilling operation at the site. Their first explora­ 
tion went 211 feet into the earth. 
Minner is shown examining rock samples taken yesterday during 
the second operation between 186 and 190 feet. T hey are drilling at a 50 degree angle and found rock 
at 90 feet. 


MINNER AND STALION moved In July 2 and have been work­ 
ing day-shifts only since that time, but before they arrived there 
were two big trenching operations for ore samples. 
One of them 
is shown above is about 35 or 40 feet deep and 20 feet wide, run­ 
ning back about 150 yards. Size of the trench can be determined 
by looking at Bill Melton at the left. 
Most of the material dug 
out, it was stated, is chert, an impure flintlike rock, dark red in 
color. 
Mr. Reynolds, the lease holder, is of the Reynolds Metal 
Co. of Louisville, Ky., and his representative in charge of the 
Hardin county operation is B. L. Baxter of Louisville. Mr. Baxter 
is slated to be at the scene of the operation this week-end.

Wheat Growers 
Overwhelmingly 


Approve Quotas 


WASHINGTON <UJ>) — The na­ 
tion’s wheat growers have voted 
overwhelmingly for another year 
of strict government marketing 
quotas. 
The vote assured an average $2 
per bushel support price on next 
year’s wheat crop. 
Unofficial returns today from a 
nationwide referendum in the 36 
commercial wheat-producing states 
showed 228,737 farmers in favor 
of controls and 32,758 against. 
The vote was 87.5 per cent in 
favor — well above the required 
two-thirds majority. Less than half 
of the 950,000 eligible voters turn­ 
ed out Friday. Only four of the 36 
states eligible to vote failed to meet 
a two-thirds favorable majority. 
They were: 
New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Ohio and West Virginia. 
Under the favorable vote, the 
support price will be set ut a na­ 
tional average of $2 a bushel, or 
82% per cent of the June parity, 
price for wheat. 
If farmers had 
rejected quotas, the support price 
would have dropped to 50 per cent 
of parity—about $1.21 a bushel 
Illinois reported 6,144 for, 1,776 
against the proposition.

AFETY Is an important crop 
that’s being harvested on the 
farms and in the homes of 600,000

In recognition of the outstand­ 
ing safety work done by 4-H 
members, G en eral M otors la 
again providing incentives in the 
1956 National 4-H Safety Award 
Program. Included in the awards 
offered are four gold-filled medals 
for winners in each county; an 
all-expense trip to the National 
4-H Club Congress in Chicago for 
the state winner; and $300 col­ 
lege scholarship for the eight 
n a tio n a l winners. Certificates 
and plaques are also provided 
for clubs reporting outstanding 
safety programs on county and 
state levels.
